AN ORDINANCE amending Chapter 29, Section 18 
of the Muncipal Code of the City of Fort 
Wayne, Indiana, 1946 as amended by Special

BE IT ORDAINED BY THE COMMON COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF FORT WAYNE, 
INDIANA: 

SECTION 1. That Chapter 29 of the Municipal Code of the 
City of Fort Wayne, Indiana, 1946, as amended by Special Ordinance

No. S-409-70 be and the same is hereby amended as follows: 

(a) Section 18, Paragraph 1, concerning the charges to 
be made for the carrying of passengers by the taxi- 
cabs of the City of Fort Wayne, of Chapter 29 of the 
Muncipal Cod© of the City of Fort Wayne, Indiana, 

1946, as amended, is further amended as follows: 

"Section 18, Fares and Taximeters" by deleting 
Section 1 through 4 thereof and by inserting 
therein the following: 

1. From one to and including four passengers, 
for the first one-fifth mile or fraction thereof, 
the fare shall be sixty cents ( 600) . 

2. For each additional one-fifth mile or fraction 
thereof, the fare shall be an additional ten 
cents ( 100) , 

3. An additional charge of forty cents (400) shall 
be made for transporting over four passengers. 

4. For each one and one-half minutes of waiting time 
or fraction thereof, the fare shall be an additional 
ten cents (100) or Four Dollars fifty cents ($4,50) 
per hour. 

SECTION 2. This Ordinance shall be in full force and effect

SUBJECT: Consideration of taxi fares under special ordinance S-73-05-1 4 


Gent lemen : 

The Fort Wayne Convention and Visitors’ Bureau and the Fort Wayne 
Hotel/Motel Association have jointly met with representatives of 
the Safety Cab Company of Fort Wayne . 

The purpose of the meeting has been to attempt to iron out problems 
pursuant to services and costs, thereof, between Baer Field and 
Fort Wayne transient accommodations , 

Cab Company officials have indicated a willingness to expand the 
existing limousine service (Baer Field to downtown) to include 
similar service to the accommodations constructed and in service 
elsewhere in the Fort Wayne area. They have Indicated that they 
will provide such service as follows: 

Baer Field to doxvntown accommodations: $2*50 per person 
Baer Field to outlying accommodations: $ 3.50 per person 

Both the Convention Bureau and the Hotel/Motel Association feel 
these limousine rates are reasonable; but, that they should be 
included in any ordinance establishing taxi fare rate schedules. 

We feel, also, that such rates as may be established within this 
ordinance shall be required to be posted by the company at the 
airport; in all transient accommodations and in all vehicles 
offered for hire by the company. 

We feel, also, that the taxi company or companies providing such 
service for Fort Wayne should be reouired, under the terms of 
the ordinance, to physically mark as "limousine" any vehicle 
designated as such by the company; and, that such service shall 
be advertised conspicuously at the airnort as concurrently 
available with any taxi service the company (ies) are providing. 

We do not feel our request, herewith indicated, works any hardship 
upon the company (ies) providing such service for Fort Wayne; but, 
that it does spell out to the visitors arriving in Fort Wayne 
what ground transportation is available and at what cost.

Cab fares from Baer Field should be determined and posted at the 
airport on the basis of the rates as nrovided within this 
ordinance for the shortest traveling distance between the 
Baer Field Terminal and, at least, one noint in downtown 
Fort Wayne; and, at least, one noint in the north end of 
Fort Wayne® 
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
